Heading the plea of peti¬ 
tioners and the vociferous 
voice of a minority repre¬ 
senting less than 10 per cent 
of the voters of the city, 

City Council Tuesday night 
voted to abandon, for the 
present at least, new and 
modern residential street 
lighting for Sierra Madre. 

Before a janj-packed Coun¬ 
cil Chambers loaded with 
those opposing better light¬ 
ing to replace the obsolete 
and crime-inviting 25-year- 
old present system, Council- 
men had little alternative 
but to abandon the lighting 
project inaugurated almost 
a year ago. 

There is every propect, 
however, that Council will 
shortly order the new and 
more powerful lights for 
heavily-traveled Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Blvd. and its immediate 
approaches such as N. and 
S. Baldwin. There was little 
opposition expressed to this 
phase of the project.

A blazing hot fire Saturday morning practically de¬ 
stroyed the frame home of Mr. and Mrs. Robert McKim at 
152 E. Grand View, with a loss estimated by the owner at 
$10,000, covered by insurance.

Edward Decker, Tom Solury, Louis George 
and Bob Clark, and Fire Marshall Bert Embree, fought the 
flames and smoke for nearly two hours before the fire 
was entirely subdued. 

Mr. and Mrs. McKim only Jan. 15 had returned from 
a long visit in St. Louis, Mo., and only the day before had 
installed new carpets, costing $325, in the home. These 
carpets and mo.st of the furniture was ruined. 

Cause of the fire was attributed to lint escaping from 
a lint trap in a clothes dyer which Mr. McKim. had turned 
on after which he went into the back yard. Mrs. McKim 
was on a downtown shopping trip at the time. 

PRESENTLY, Mr. McKim smelled smoke, ran back into 
the house and found the kitchen a mass of fire and smoke 
—the flaming lint had ignited the dry woodwork. 

Mr. McKim managed to make his way to the phone 
in the front of the house and called the fire department. 

The flames spread rapidly and when the fire depart¬ 
ment, after a quick run, arrived the house was a mass of 
flames, with smoke, billowing upward, visible from Down¬ 
town Sierra Madre,

Mrs. John H. (Jean) Mad¬ 
dox of 380 Churchill Rd. 

Also figuring largely was 
the objection of City Atty. 
Charles R. Martin who ex¬ 
pressed the belief that the 
initial part of a proposed 
ordinance to validate the re¬ 
port was unconstitutional. 

The Maddox report was 
strengthened by the belief 
of Councilman Lorance W. 
Lisle, who opposed the pro¬ 
posal to lower the 15,000 
square feet minimum for 
hillside lots to 15,000 square 
feet average which means 
that in certain circum¬ 
stances 12,000 square foot 
lots would be permissible. It 
also provides for a 6,000-foot 
pad and 12 instead of a 10 
per cent slope. 

MRS. MADDOX quoted Los 
Angeles County officers who 


are preparing a report for 
County Supervisors’ consid¬ 
eration that 15,000 minimum 
lots, with no exceptions, are 
necessary. 

Lisle proposed that the 
question be delayed until 
given further study by Coun¬ 
cil, the Planning Commis¬ 
sion and the Hillside Zoning 
Committee with instructions 
to report their findings to 
the City Planning Commis¬ 
sion. 

Council overrode this pro¬ 
posal and City Atty. Mar¬ 
tin’s warning, and voted to 
incorporate in the proposed 
ordinance the 15,000 aver¬ 
age, permitting 12,0(X) foot 
lots, the 6,000 pad and the 
12 per cent slope.
